Washington, April 7. -Gen. Sparks, the 
commissioner of the land office, has Issued 
the following very Important orders: "Final 
action in this office uisin all entries of the 
public lands, except private cash entries and 
such scrip locations as are not dependent 
upon nets of settlement and cultivation, is 
suspended in the following localities, viz: 
All west of the first guide meridian, in Kan- 
sas; all west of range seventeen 
b-aska; the whole of Colorado, 
in the Cte reservation ; also of New Mexico. 
Montana, Wyoming and Nevada and that 
portion of Minnesota north of the indemnity 
limit* of the Northern Pacific railroad and 
east of the indemnity limits of the Chicago, 
Minneapolis and Manitoba railroad. Iu ad- 
dition, final action in this office will be bus 
pended upon all timber entries under the act 
of June 8, 1878, which have not already been 
examined; »lso upon all cases of desert land 

This order upon It* face doe* not show 
real importance. It strikes at the entire sys- 
tem of land frauds which have been perpe- 
trated during the last years of 
the Interior department. This order delays 
final action upon the issuing or patent* for all 
lands enumerated in the circular. Gen. 
Hparks has found so many evidences of fraud 
all through the public land system that h. 
has found it necessary to issue such an order 
as the one given above. It is absolutely nec- 
essary for him to suspend the Issuing of all 
patent* until he can And out and locate ' 
frauds.
